As a member of the house, Champ 
Clark early demonstrated special ap­ 
titude for tariff studies. 
When John 
Sharp Williams, of Mississippi, be­ 
came democratic 
leader, 
he

Clark his first lieutenant and leader 
'of the minority of the Way and Means 
Committee. From this Clerk naturally 
succeeded to the democratic leader­ 
ship when Williams was elected to 
the senate; and now, in turn, he is 
to come into the speakership, “the 
second greatest office under our gov­ 
ern m en t” 
When Champ Clark is 
sworn 
as 
Speaker next December, he will be 
the fortieth speaker of the national 
bouse. He will come to the position 
at a time when the political situa­ 
tion will give it a significance it has 
seldom compassed. 
The house is in a crisis of its par­ 
liamentary development 'For years 
there has been growing misgiving 
as to whether the popular branch 
was making the full contribution to 
national affairs th at ought to be ex­ 
pected from it. The senate has over­ 
shadow ^ it in power and prestige. 
Under a succession of speakers arm ­ 
ed with almost dictatorial authority, 
the house has become less and less 
a free moral agent, more and more a 
mere reflection of the mind and pur­ 
pose of its presiding officer. 
Champ Clark, 
in 
the 
Speaker's 
chair, will be the exponent of the 
new purpose of democratizing the 
house. The place he will take in 
history will largely depend on the 
success with which he shall carry 
forward the purpose of restoring the 
house to its proper participation in 
legislation. In proportion as he shall 
be willing to be shorn of the petty 
powers of parliam entary 
dictator­ 
ship, he will gather to himself the 
vastly greater and 
more 
effective 
authority of big, broad, true leader­ 
ship.—The Munsey.

county

ing erected for consolidated schools 
are completed. Supt. Bach’s plan pro­ 
vides for one skilled teacher in each 
distr’ot, who will teach agriculture 
and manual training. 
The 
subjects 
wiH be taught 
in 
the 
consolidated 
schools, in which laboratories and 
work shoos are being installed. A 
good working library is to be pro­ 
vided by the commissioners, who have 
appropriated $250 for tim county cir­ 
culating library. The books will con­ 
sist of texts 'zn soil, chemistry and 
physics, elementary and agricultural 
botany and zoology and farm econom­ 
ies. The first schools to get the bene­ 
fit of this new plan will be those 
which now have buildings nearing 
completion.
